- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by \he examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of Uie examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, thai the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discuss the claimed polypeptide of instant claim 2, Applicants 
indicate that the claipned polypeptide or fragment thereof is at least useful as antigenic molecule, e.g., raising antibody 
for detecting or diagnosing cholesterol homeostasis or biosynthesis of cholesterol-associated lipoproteins or in vivo 
cellular regulation of cellular cholesterol level. This property is independent from structurally related biological (not 
immunological) activity. Thus, applicants submit that the claimed polypeptide is either bioactive or bioinactive, even 
misfolded or unfolded. 

Discuss the rejection under 35USC 1 12, second paragraph, to claim 1 and the dependent claims thereof. In light of the 
above discussion regarding biological inactive polypeptide is within scope of the current invention, examiners agree to 
withdraw the rejection.
